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This is in response to the correspondence filed on 05 September 2006, which is being 
treated as a petition to review the status of the Power of Attorney in this application. 



This international application was filed on 13 January 2004, claimed an earlier priority date 
of 13 January 2003, and designated the U.S. The International Bureau transmitted a copy of the 
published international application to the USPTO on 29 July 2004. The 30 month time period for 
paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 13 July 2005. Applicants 
filed inter alia the basic national fee on 08 July 2005. 

On 10 March 2006, a Notice of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) was mailed to 
applicants, indicating the date of this application under 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (2) and (4) to be 
"07/08/2005." 

On 21 August 2006, a Notice Regarding Change of Power of Attorney was mailed to 
Rothwell, Figg, Ernst & Manbeck PC, "in response to the Power of Attorney filed 12/09/2005," 
indicating that "the Power of Attorney to you in this application has been revoked by the 
assignee..." On the same date, a Notice of Acceptance of Power of Attorney was mailed to Jones 
Day, indicating that "The Power of Attorney in this application is accepted. Correspondence in 
this application will be mailed to the above address as provided by 37 CFR 1 .33." 



Petitioner requests that "the Power of Attorney [be] restored to this firm" because "we 
believe the USPTO made this change in error." Review of the IFW electronic application file 
reveals that no Power of Attorney in favor of other counsel is present. Rather, the only Power of 
Attorney present in the case is the executed Declaration and Power of Attorney filed on 08 July 
2005, which appoints "the registered practitioner(s) associated with Customer No. 6449..." In 
view of the totality of the evidence of record, it would be appropriate to conclude that Power of 
Attorney in this case resides with "the registered practitioner(s) associated with Customer No. 
6449." Therefore, the Notice Regarding Change of Power of Attorney and the Notice of 
Acceptance of Power of Attorney mailed on 21 August 2006 are both VACATED .
